& correspondlent writes in about the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court releasing | st 
diyidends from taxation, and’ Says he wants in- 
formation about it, and not merely abuse of the 
court, which ig not argument. He is right in 
that part.of it. Abuse is°hever good argument. 

But the decision is basically and’ fundament- 

ally wrong, in that it is, to a certain ‘extent, 
clasé legislation. In other words, it is legisla- 
tion, favoring those bright enough to have acca- 
mulations of corporations stocks, and conse- 
Quently just ag much against those who are not 
in that class, who form the erent mass of the 
‘people. 
Probably the court “looked at this matter -from 
a different viewpoint than the average citizen 
who.does not know a certificate of corporation 
stock from the aurora boréalts; wa far as posses- 
sion is concerned, and, from its own viewpoint, 
and the viewpoint of those whose wealth is 
largely wrapped up in such stock, the decision 
merely means that the money was not divided up 
among stockholders im the shape,of dividends, 
but was put back into the Peete, and fis an 
investment. 

The fact rémaing, ibwaver, that it ¢ a man has 
a thousand dollars invested in the stock of a 
big corporation, and receives as i two 
thousand dollars worth of additional ‘stock, ‘his 
wealth ig three thousand instead of the original 
one thousand, and he should be taxed accord- 
ingly. Wealth is wealth, no matter how accu- 
mulated or in what form, and as such fs taxable. 

The supposition, justly, is that any man who 
owns a million dollars worth of stock in Stand- 
ard Oil or United States Steel, can go out and 
get that amount of cash most any old” time. 

“ Therefore it is the same as cash—and cash is 
taxed. 

It may not have been the intention of the 
court to open a way for the rich to escape a 
large amount of taxation, but that is what it 
amounts to, and the’ more taxation the. rich 
escape the more tax burden the poor, must bear 
upon their already bent and bowed shoulders. 

If we were Mr.. Rockefeller or Mr. Morgan, 
we should .welcome such a decision, but as @ 
member In good standing in the great multitude 
comprising the Amalgamated Order of Six-bitters, 
it looks to us like class legislation, and class 
legislation is nearly always vicious, whether fa- 
voring capital, labor or those in between, in that 
to the extent it boosts the one it must lambast 
the other.
